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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Potters  Bar  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  herewith  my  report  on  the  health  of  the 
district  for  the  year  1951. 

As  has  been  usual  in  recent  years,  the  birth  rate  for  the  district  was 
only  slightly  lower  than  that  for  the  whole  of  the  country.  The  death 
rate  and  infantile  mortality  rate,  however,  were  considerably  more 
favourable  than  those  for  England  and  Wales.  The  total  notifications 
of  infectious  disease  were  lower  than  in  1950,  mainly  due  to  the  re¬ 
duction  in  whooping  cough  and  measles,  although  the  cases  of  food 
poisoning  were  21  as  against  7  for  1950.  20  of  these,  however,  related 
to  one  outbreak  which  was  not  serious,  details  of  which  are  given  in 
the  body  of  the  report. 

It  was  necessary  to  use  the  powers  given  by  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948,  on  one  occasion,  and  particulars  of  this  case  are 
also  included  in  the  report. 

The  figures  printed  in  connection  with  Diphtheria  Immunisation 
have  been  supplied  by  the  Area  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  it  is 
rather  disturbing  to  note  that  these  show  a  fairly  considerable  drop  in 
the  number  of  children  immunised  during  the  year  compared  with 
those  of  the  more  recent  years  when  the  administration  of  this  scheme 
was  carried  out  locally  and  there  was  a  closer  contact  between  the 
authorities  and  parents.  It  may  be,  of  course,  that  one  reason  for  this 
reduction  is  the  apparent  increasing  reluctance  or  apathy  on  the  part 
of  parents  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered. 

Once  again  I  must  express  my  appreciation  of  the  untiring  efforts 
of  Mr.  Rooley  and  also  of  Mr.  Rixson  in  the  interests  of  the  Public 
Health  Service,  and  also  of  all  other  members  of  the  staff.

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities 

As  in  previous  years,  the  laboratory  work  of  the  Council  was  dealt 
with  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  usually  at  the  Hertford 
or  Colindale  Laboratories. 

The  specimens  submitted  by  the  Public  Health  Department  were  : —

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities 

This  service  is  operated  by  the  Middlesex  County  Council,  and  the 
vehicles  which  serve  this  area  are  stationed  at  the  Fire  and  Ambulance 
Station  in  Mutton  Lane. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home 

Miss  Flower,  of  20,  Aberdale  Gardens,  and  Miss  Palmer,  of  1, 
Frowyke  Crescent,  South  Mimms,  are  registered  midwives;  Mrs. 
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Davidson  and  Mrs.  Godfrey,  of  255,  Mutton  Lane,  are  Queen’s  Nursing 
Sisters. 

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics 

There  are  two  clinics — one  at  the  Village  Hall,  High  Street,  Potters 
Bar,  and  one  at  the  Welfare  Centre,  Mutton  Lane.  Both  these  centres 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Area  Health  Committee  and  give  facilities 
for  ante-natal,  maternity  and  child  welfare  and  dental  services. 

(e)  Hospitals 

There  are  three  hospitals  within  the  district — Potters  Bar  and 
District  Hospital,  Mutton  Lane,  the  Clare  Hall  Hospital  at  South 
Mimms  and  the  Pawling  Home  for  Children  at  Kitts  End.  The  first 
two  are  controlled  by  the  Barnet  Group  Hospital  Management 
Committee. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  which  require  removal  to  hospital  are 
normally  sent  to  Coppetts  Road  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  Chest  Clinic  for  the  Potters  Bar  area  is  held  at  Clare  Hall. 

Section  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

The  district  is  supplied  by  the  Barnet  District  Water  Company, 
and  all  houses  in  the  area  have  a  mains  supply.  Samples  from  the 
district’s  mains  were  submitted  regularly  for  examination  to  indepen¬ 
dent  analysts..  Sixty-two  samples  were  examined  bacteriologically  and 
32  chemically,  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  addition,  1787  samples  (220  chemical  and  1567  bacteriological) 
were  examined  in  the  Company’s  laboratory.  Of  this  total,  1301  were 
representative  of  supply,  and  of  these  1,286  or  98.8%  were  found  to  be 
free  from  B.  Coli  in  100  m.l. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  Council  reports  : — 

“  The  soil  and  surface  water  sewerage  systems  in  the  district 
have  proved  satisfactory  during  the  year.  Routine  inspection  and 
maintenance  has  prevented  any  flooding  other  than  of  a  minor 
nature.  Both  the  Potters  Bar  and  South  Mimms  Disposal  Works 
continue  to  function  satisfactorily,  but  particular  care  has  had  to 
be  taken  in  their  operation  and  maintenance  owing  to  the  increased 
flow  due  to  housing  development.” 

Public  Cleansing 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  Council  reports : — 

“  Within  the  terms  of  the  Council’s  Contract,  refuse  collec¬ 
tion  has  been  satisfactory.  The  collection  of  salvage  has  continued 
as  in  the  previous  year. 

The  scheme  for  kitchen  waste  collection  was  continued  and

operated  reasonably  satisfactorily.” 

Swimming  Pool 

The  San  Marina  Swimming  Pool  is  situated  within  the  district,  and 
although  it  is  privately  owned  and  managed,  it  is  regularly  used  by 
parties  of  school  children  from  Middlesex  and  Hertfordshire  schools. 
Close  supervision  of  the  treatment  plant  is  maintained,  and  18  samples 
of  pool  water  were  examined.  They  were  all  satisfactory. 

Factories  Acts,  1937  and  1948 

In  accordance  with  Section  128  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  particulars 
of  factories  and  action  taken  under  the  Act  have  been  forwarded  to  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service.  Extracts  from  the  report 
are  : — 

(a)  Inspections 

27  inspections  were  made  in  respect  of  the  55  premises  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Act.  In  4  premises  defects  in  connection  with  sanitary 
accommodation  were  found  and  these  were  remedied,  in  2  cases  after 
service  of  written  notices. 

(b)  Outworkers 

83  premises  where  homework  was  carried  on  were  notified  in  Em¬ 
ployers’  Lists  and  1 1  inspections  were  made. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 
Section  47 

In  October,  1950,  an  application  under  Section  47  was  made  to 
Magistrates  at  Barnet  Court  for  an  order  to  remove  to  a  suitable  hospital 
a  person  who  was  unable  to  devote  to  himself,  and  was  not  otherwise 
receiving,  proper  care  and  attention. 

The  person  concerned,  Mr.  ‘X’,  was  55  years  of  age,  and  had  an 
extremely  bad  ulcerous  condition  of  the  legs  which  had  apparently 
persisted  for  many  years.  Mr.  ‘X’  lived  alone  with  his  brother,  who 
unfortunately  was  prevented  from  giving  him  sufficient  care  by  reason 
of  his  employment,  which  necessitated  his  absence  from  home  several 
days  and  nights  each  week. 

The  case  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  by  the  medical 
practitioner,  and  an  inspection  shewed  that  Mr.  ‘X’s’  room  was  filthy 
and  his  clothing  and  bedding  badly  soiled.  He  had  refused  to  be  admit¬ 
ted  to  a  hospital  for  treatment  and  the  application  under  Section  47  was 
therefore  made.  The  Magistrates  granted  an  Order  for  3  months’  de¬ 
tention,  and  it  was  necessary  for  this  to  be  renewed  for  a  further  3 
months  in  February,  1951. 

Mr.  ‘X’  was  eventually  discharged  in  May  and  continued  to  receive 
out-patient  treatment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report— the  tenth 
since  my  appointment. 

The  year  under  review  had  one  outstanding  event — the  Food  Hygiene 
Exhibition  held  at  Oakmere  House  in  July.  Only  after  many  difficulties 
— mainly  in  connection  with  accommodation — were  overcome,  was  it 
possible  to  make  final  arrangements  with  exhibitors  but  the  results 
more  than  justified  the  efforts  involved.  Over  2,000  visitors  saw  the 
Exhibition,  and  the  several  Ministries  concerned  expressed  their 
complete  satisfaction  with  results.  It  is  disappointing  to  record  that 
the  public’s  good  response  has  not  been  reflected  in  the  activities  of  the 
food  traders  of  the  district,  since — towards  the  end  of  the  year — a 
general  meeting  of  the  Potters  Bar  Hygienic  Food  Traders’  Guild  was 
held  at  which,  for  all  practical  purposes,  the  functions  of  the  Guild 
were  suspended  indefinitely. 

As  was  mentioned  briefly  last  year,  the  pollution  problem  at  Clare 
Hall  was  finally  resolved  and  no  further  trouble  has  been  experienced. 
During  the  year  a  survey  of  other  streams,  watercourses,  ditches,  etc., 
was  carried  out  in  connection  with  flooding  and  minor  pollution,  and 
although  some  remedial  work  has  been  done  it  seems  that  the  major 
improvements  required  must  await  more  favourable  times. 

In  1951  the  Pet  Animals  Act  and  the  Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling 
Materials  Act,  1951,  came  into  force,  and  although  these  have  placed 
new  duties  on  the  Department  there  are  only  a  few  premises  in  the 
district  affected  by  either  enactment. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  Bentley  Heath  foreshadowed  in  last  year’s 
report  was  prepared  and  preliminary  negotiations  with  Lord  Strafford’s 
representative  were  opened.  Unfortunately,  however,  these  are  at  the 
moment  deferred  owing  to  the  sudden  death  of  his  Lordship. 

For  the  first  time  for  several  years  Court  proceedings  were  resorted 
to  in  order  to  enforce  provisions  of  an  abatement  notice  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts.  These  were  successful.  It  is  worth  noting 
that  only  on  rare  occasions  is  it  necessary  to  use  statutory  methods  to 
obtain  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  many  Acts,  Regulations 
and  Byelaws  with  which  the  Department’s  work  is  concerned. 

In  general  the  work  of  the  Department  continued  much  as  usual — 
at  times  pressure  on  the  small  staff  was  heavy,  but  these  periods, 
happily,  were  short.  I  would  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  all  members 
of  the  Department  for  their  efficient  service  and  cheerful  support  at  all 
times.

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HOUSING 


During  1951  only  26  new  houses  and  6  Aged  Persons’  Cottages 
were  completed — these  were  all  at  High  View  Gardens,  the  first  stage 
of  the  Oakmere  Estate,  with  the  exception  of  two  houses  built  in 
Blanche  Lane  using  the  site  of  two  demolished  cottages. 

Work  on  the  site  for  the  second  stage  of  Oakmere  was  started  late  in 
the  year,  but  progress  has  been  good,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  some 
houses  are  actually  completed  and  occupied. 

The  Halfway  Houses  continued  to  be  well  used,  although  mainten¬ 
ance  problems  arise  to  an  increasing  degree  owing  to  the  temporary 
methods  of  construction  at  some  of  the  premises.  Seven  requisitioned 
properties  were  released,  and  the  families  from  these  added  to  the 
already  heavy  demand  for  the  few  new  houses  available.  By  effecting 
transfers,  however,  the  best  possible  use  of  all  accommodation  was 
obtained,  and  together  with  casual  vacancies,  a  total  of  67  lettings  was 
made,  of  which  25  were  transfers. 

The  waiting  list  continued  to  increase  in  spite  of  restrictions  on 
acceptance  of  applications,  and  during  the  year  the  outstanding  total 
increased  from  466  to  553.  By  far  the  largest  groups  of  applicants  are 
married  couples  without  children  (222)  and  with  one  child  only  (179). 

The  usual  routine  work  under  Section  9  of  the  Housing  Act  con¬ 
tinued  and  several  houses  received  attention,  mainly  through  the  service 
of  Informal  Notices.  Very  few  cases  of  statutory  overcrowding  were 
experienced,  and  these  receive  high  priority  under  the  Council’s  Points 
Scheme. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(a)  Milk  Supply 

During  1951  the  practice  of  sampling  the  various  designations  of  milk 
from  retailers  trading  in  the  district  was  continued.  In  all  123  samples 
were  taken,  and  of  these  all  but  one  satisfied  the  appropriate  tests.  One 
sample  of  pasteurised  milk  failed  the  phosphatase  test. 

There  were  in  force  8  Dealers’  and  8  Supplementary  licences  to  sell 
designated  milks. 

On  October  1st  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas) 
Order  1951  came  into  force,  and  all  milk  sold  by  retail  in  Middlesex 
must  in  future  be  Pasteurised,  Sterilised  or  Tuberculin  Tested  or 
Accredited  from  a  single  herd. 

(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods 

Clean  Food  Guild 

Although  the  Potters  Bar  Hygienic  Food  Traders’  Guild  continued 
to  function  throughout  the  year,  interest  in  its  activities  and  support  for 
its  objects  declined  considerably,  and  its  administration  became  in¬ 
creasingly  difficult. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  trader  members  increased  by 
two  to  39,  there  being  6  applications  approved  and  4  resignations. 
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Because  of  the  lack  of  support  given  by  the  trade,  difficulty  in  ob¬ 
taining  adequate  representation  on  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the 
various  trades,  and  the  poor  attendances  at  meetings,  an  Extraordinary 
General  Meeting  of  all  members  was  called  in  December  to  discuss  the 
future  of  the  Guild.  This  meeting  was  also  very  poorly  attended, 
there  being  only  7  trader  members  present.  The  wishes  of  these 
trader  members,  however,  were  that  the  Guild  should  continue  its 
activities,  but  no  practical  suggestions  were  forthcoming  for  continuing 
its  administration.  Ultimately  it  was  agreed  to  set  up  an  interim  Com¬ 
mittee,  on  which  the  trades  would  be  represented  by  those  members 
present,  until  such  time  as  the  full  activities  of  the  Guild  could  be 
revived.  Up  to  the  time  of  preparing  this  report  this  Committee  has 
not  yet  met. 

It  is  felt  that  in  spite  of  the  apparent  lack  of  interest  from  the  trades, 
urgent  consideration  should  be  given  to  a  revision  of  the  existing  Codes 
of  Practice.  These  are  now  quite  inadequate  in  the  light  of  changing 
legislation  and  the  recent  recommendations  published  by  the  Working 
Parties  set  up  by  the  Government  to  enquire  into  the  catering  and  meat 
products  trades. 

It  is  also  considered  that  since  personal  hygiene  is  the  key  to  food 
hygiene  there  is  a  case  for  the  obligatory  training  of  all  food  handlers 
in  elementary  food  hygiene  as  a  condition  of  granting  trader  membership 
of  a  Clean  Food  Guild. 

Education 

The  need  for  education  in  food  hygiene  was  again  pursued  and  talks 
were  given  to  several  organisations  in  addition  to  “  on  the  spot  ”  advice 
during  routine  visits. 

A  complete  course  on  all  aspects  of  food  hygiene  was  arranged 
through  the  County  Council  Further  Education  Committee  and  held 
at  the  Parkfield  Evening  Institute  during  the  Autumn  of  1951.  The 
response,  however,  was  poor,  only  10  students  enrolling. 

During  the  summer  of  1951  a  public  exhibition  on  food  hygiene 
was  held  by  the  Council  at  Oakmere  House  from  30th  July,  1951,  to 
3rd  August,  1951.  It  was  opened  by  The  Rt.  Hon.  Lord  Grenfell, 
T.D.,  and  subsequently  attended  by  more  than  2,000  visitors. 

The  support  given  by  housewives  and  members  of  various  women’s 
organisations  was  most  encouraging,  but  attendances  from  the  food 
trade  were  rather  disappointing,  and  the  arrangements  made  for  organ¬ 
ised  visits  by  school  children  completely  broke  down,  due,  no  doubt, 
to  the  fact  that  the  exhibition  was  held  during  the  School  Summer 
recess.  Many  representatives  from  neighbouring  authorities,  govern¬ 
ment  departments  and  other  public  bodies  also  visited  the  exhibition. 

More  than  30  separate  exhibitors,  including  the  Ministries  of 
Agriculture  &  Fisheries,  Food  and  Health  provided  material  for  the 
21  stands  on  view. 

In  these  stands  most  aspects  of  food  hygiene  were  covered,  including 
the  care  of  the  child  in  infancy  ;  the  causes  of,  and  precautions  against, 
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food  poisoning  and  other  food  infections;  and  the  importance  of 
personal  hygiene.  There  were  also  stands  dealing  with  the  display  of 
hygienic  equipment;  protective  coverings  for  food;  the  production, 
treatment,  and  distribution  of  milk  and  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream ; 
and  the  importance  of  temperature  control  in  the  storage  of  food. 
Other  exhibits  depicted  the  work  of  the  Local  Authority  through  its 
Public  Health  Department  and  the  part  played  by  the  Clean  Food 
Guild;  hygiene  in  the  Catering  industry,  including  the  cleansing  and 
sterilization  of  food  utensils,  good  and  bad  practices  in  the  kitchen, 
and  rodent  and  insect  control. 

In  addition  to  the  stands  on  view  to  the  public,  a  cinema  unit, 
provided  and  operated  by  the  Infestation  Division  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  &  Fisheries,  gave  some  40  separate  film  shows  on  various 
aspects  of  food  hygiene.  The  films  were  obtained  from  several  sources, 
and  these  shows — most  popular  amongst  visitors — were  entertaining 
and  most  instructive. 

It  is  felt  that  these  exhibitions  are  of  considerable  educational  value, 
and  a  most  useful  contribution  to  the  propaganda  side  of  food  hygiene. 

Food  Poisoning 

One  outbreak  of  a  mild  food  poisoning,  in  which  Cl.welchii  (Type  A) 
was  the  causal  agent,  occurred  at  the  Greenhill  Aged  Persons’  Home, 
Wagon  Road,  and  involved  20  inmates  of  the  home.  There  were  no 
deaths. 

Cold  roast  beef  was  the  food  responsible  for  this  outbreak,  but  the 
origin  of  infection  was  not  definitely  established. 

There  was  also  one  isolated  case  in  which  Salmonella  Typhi-murium 
was  the  agent.  The  food  responsible  and  the  probable  origin  of 
infection  was  not  established.  The  patient  recovered. 

Food  Premises 

Work  in  connection  with  the  routine  inspection  of  food  establish¬ 
ments  continued  throughout  the  year,  although  on  a  reduced  scale 
in  consequence  of  the  considerable  time  involved  in  the  organisation 
and  planning  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Exhibition,  and  399  inspections  and 
reinspections  were  made  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.

(c)  Ice-Cream 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  two  premises  in  which  ice-cream 
was  manufactured  by  the  “  Heat-Treated  ”  process,  and  a  further  32 
premises  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream. 

As  in  previous  years  samples  of  ice-cream  taken  in  the  district  were 
submitted  to  the  Central  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Colindale,  where 
they  were  subjected  to  the  prescribed  Methylene  Blue  Test.  This  test 
places  ice-cream  into  4  grades  of  bacterial  cleanliness  as  follows  :

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  states  that  it  is  unwise  to  pay 
too  much  attention  to  the  bacteriological  result  of  any  one  sample,  but 
that  judgment  should  be  based  on  a  series  of  samples,  and  suggests 
that  50%  of  a  vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1,  80%  into 
Grades  1  and  2,  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade  3,  and  none  into  Grade 
4. 


During  the  year  173  samples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted  for  analysis. 

From  the  following  tables  of  results  it  will  be  seen  that  the  ice-cream 
sold  within  the  district  was  manufactured  by  13  different  manufacturers, 
1 1  of  whom  were  outside  of  Potters  Bar.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  figures  that  during  the  past  3 
years  a  marked  improvement  in  the  bacterial  quality  of  ice-cream 
consumed  within  the  district  has  been  effected. 

In  only  one  case  during  1951  was  it  felt  necessary  to  draw  the  attention 
of  another  Local  Authority  to  the  fact  that  repeated  unsatisfactory 
results  were  being  obtained  from  ice-cream  purchased  from  a  manu¬ 
facturer  under  the  supervision  of  that  authority.  In  this  case  the  ice¬ 
cream  in  question  was  manufactured  by  (F)  and  the  Local  Authority 
concerned  was  the  Westminster  City  Council. 

In  a  few  cases  ice-cream  vendors  within  Potters  Bar  who  had  pre¬ 
viously  experienced  poor  results  from  the  ice-cream  retailed  changed 
their  manufacturers. 

During  one  period  of  the  year  6  unsatisfactory  results  were  obtained 
from  samples  of  ice-cream  manufactured  by  (X),  a  local  manufacturer. 
Four  of  these  samples  were  taken  from  another  vendor  and  the  other 
2  from  the  manufacturer  himself.  Detailed  investigations  were  carried 
out  at  both  premises,  and  whilst  there  were  no  obviously  unsatisfactory 
conditions  concerning  the  storage  or  retail  sale  of  the  ice-cream  at  the 
vendor’s  premises,  it  was  felt  that  a  technical  defect  at  the  manufacturing 
end  may  have  given  rise  to  the  unsatisfactory  results.  Various  check 
samples  were  taken  at  different  stages  of  the  manufacturing  process  and 
rinse  samples  taken  from  ice-cream  containers,  but  these  were  all 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  Subsequent  ice-cream  samples  have  proved 
to  be  satisfactory. 

(d)  Unsound  Food 

The  table  below  shews  the  food  which  was  examined  and  found  to 
be  unfit  during  the  year.  Quantities  were  rather  less  than  in  1950 
except  in  the  case  of  tinned  ham.  That  found  to  be  unsound  was 
imported,  and  deterioration  was  probably  due  to  faulty  canning  methods 
and/or  damage  in  transit.

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RODENT  CONTROL,  1951 


During  the  year  under  review  the  number  of  infestations  notified 
to  the  Department  by  occupiers  and  others  increased  by  25%  over  the 
previous  year. 

In  considering  the  question  of  rodent  control  generally  it  is  worth 
noting  that  approximately  80%  of  the  Potters  Bar  Urban  District 
consists  of  agricultural  land  surrounding  the  main  built-up  area.  This 
land  contains  many  miles  of  hedges,  ditches,  etc.,  which  it  is  felt 
contain  a  considerable  number  of  minor  infestations  which  are  more  or 
less  confined  within  narrow  limits  for  much  of  the  year.  Because  of 
various  factors,  however,  e.g.  climatic,  cropping,  seasonal,  etc.,  move¬ 
ment  from  these  infestations  results  in  sporadic  appearance  of  infestation 
of  properties  within  the  built-up  area.  It  is  considered  that  by  far  the 
greatest  number  of  infestations  occur  from  this  source.  Infestations  of 
gardens  attached  to  dwelling  houses,  therefore,  continued  to  pre¬ 
dominate. 


With  regard  to  sewers,  it  is  the  policy  wherever  surface  infestations 
suggest  any  connection  with  a  drain  and/or  sewer  to  test  bait  sections 
of  the  sewers  in  close  proximity  to  the  surface  infestation,  and,  where 
necessary,  to  treat  the  sewer.  No  infestation  of  this  nature  was  dealt 
with  during  the  year.
